There remains nothing tp do but !o raise rates on 
freight and on passenger travcl.'/Bvfcrybody knows lhal Ihc 
public docs not lake kindly lo Hint, Business men arc work- 
ing all the lime to get lower freight niles, and any man.who 
finds his fare raised from two to five cei'its on a short distance 
makes a howl. He feels as if he ^ad-been personally injured 
in some way.
